C h arlie!" m ore than two w eeks ago, 
and th at the words were u ttered m ore 
in jest th an as a cry of distress. 
T he road running along th e lake 
w here Miss C rispen and Jo h n s w ere 
seen last Is a sort of “lovers* lane," 
and the cry Mrs. W e ck rsse r -heard is 
believed to have em anated while a 
couple of lovers were strolling along 
the road.

ries, A re Responsible For Hundred# 


of Crippled Youngster#. 


()v**r <XH) children have been hurt or 
perhaps crippled tor life in the last five 
years from playing with blasting caps. 
It this had happened at one time what 
a howl won kl have gone up all over tile 
world: 
But because the accidents are 
spread att over the country and happen 
at the rate of only ahunt ton a month 
nothing I® done by th** authorities, in­ 
deed, nothing can he done except to <*d- 
ucate the whole population to realize 
how dangerous these exceedingly use­ 
ful thing®'are when they are out of 
their proper [d ice. 
And what a dread­ 
ful thing it is going through life crip­ 
pled or I I Hided for want of a little care 
urn! knowledge. 
Boys often play In and around quar­ 
ries on Bundu)® aud sometimes pick 
up stray caps and start to investigate 
them. 
It I® the nre®t thing that they 
ever do tin® without getting hurt. 
They perhaps know they are danger­ 
ous and that a xpark or a blow will ex­ 
plode them, but they do not realize 
how sensitive they aye, how violent1 
the explosion or how Hie pieces of cop j 
per fly. 
Even the name i® misleading I 
in till® respect. The word “caps” mig- 
gc-ts the paper caps used with toy pi#- ; 
tois. aud because tit*? blasting cai*® are 
called by this mum* It ta natural to 
ttiiuk that the two article® ticking tot 
Hie same family.

The explosion pf Hie fulminate I® ®o 


exceedingly’ quick that the flying par­ 
ticles of capper will Imbed themselves 
hi iron a foot .nvay. They will blow a 
bole clean through a steel plate one- 
six teen th of an inch thick. 
A box of 
caps will blow a beautiful square hole 
right through a two Inch oak plank. 
One cap will blow a child’s hand off 
with the utmost certainty and dis­ 
patch. 
Lings, one of the Chicago an­ 
archists. committed suicide by biting 
a blasting rap between his teeth. 
The point to be remembered is that 
when a blasting cap goes off it doe* 
great damage locally. 
There Is no es­ 
caping it® effects. 
Among all the OOO 
or more acldeata reported from playing 
with blasting caps there are only two 
or three In which somebody was not 
hurt. 
Rive trie blasting caps are lust ag 
strong as ordinary blasting caps, but aa 
the capsule or shell I* sealed up with a 
sulphur plug through which tile wire* 
are carried down to the fulminate, not 
so many accidents occur In playing 
with them. They ar** generally dipped 
In dark colored wax and are not such 
attractive plaything* us the bright cop­ 
per blasting cap*, but “ they get there 
just tilt* ®arne.” Amateur electrician* 
art? earnestly advised to bury the elec­ 
tric cap a foot or two in th** earth tv*- 
for** trying to pi®* electric currents 
through the Witt®, and they had better 
ne t Ho it then. Don’t open it up to see 
wh it’® in It! Explosive manufacturers 
are not glvpo to imparting trade aet*rets 
promiscuously, bot they will gladly tall 
what’s In the caps and how they ore 
mad*' rather than have you blow your 
hand* off trying to find out for your­ 
self.

Baldwin, of Cleveland, O.. was 
the first witness. Hi* is an attorney 
with sugar intrests in Hawaii and rep­ 
resents the firm of Alexander 4. Bald­ 
win, of New York and Honolulu. His 
salary is $30 a day u nile in Washing 
ton. 
“I don’t think I earn it," Raid Bald 
win, who declared his activities ti ail 
been limited to railing on about twenty 
senators, ll*’ said all of Hie cane sugar 
interests made common cause in their 
demands for a duty on sugar. 
I. \. Smith, of Tennille, Ha., presi­ 
dent of the Georgia Farmers’ Union, 
described a meeting culled in New Or­ 
leans 
by

Bowen, of Texas, 
in 
which tile sugar men monopolized Hie 
tincting, named the com m ittees and 
att» nipted to give an impression that 
the farmers’ unions cf the smith were 
back of the demand for high duties on 
sugar aud cotton manufactures.

T hroughout the greatest 
hog producing states, however, these 
anim als ore pastured In open lots, and 
there they will suffer greatly from heat 
unless profier artificial shade is pro 
vlded. 
A cheap and efficient shade can be 
erected In a few hours and at no ex 
pense, aside from the Inisir Involved. 
by setting six or nine forked posts in 
the ground to sup|>ort some old fence 
rails which may Im* covered with a few 
arm loads of brush and then covering 
the whole will) a load of old straw 
Tills m akes an excellent shade and is 
preferable to one of boards, as the 
straw roof is far cooler than one of 
lumber. Tile shade should be open on 
alt sides and should is* built at the 
highest point in the field, In order to 
take advantage of every breeze. The 
loss of hogs from overheating is very 
great, and such Josses can bo guarded 
against only by affording tile anim als a 
retreat from the sun in hot weather.

The sttde forester in inspecting lo­ 
cust and catalpa groves throughout 
the state has found owners who have 
not removed one part of the fork of 
those trees that have formed forks 
below the fencepost length, believing 
that In years the fork would grow up 
and a fencepost could be cut below 
the fork.
